HOW GEN. HOWARD YIELDED. 

Aii Incident of the Grand Review in 
Washington in 1865. 

The Hartford (Conn.) Courant 
quotes the following extract from 
an address by I)r. Henry Mabie 
of Boston at Northfiold : 

“How does this law of self-sacri¬ 
fice work in America? In Sher¬ 
man’s campaign it became neces¬ 
sary, in the opinion of the leader, ^ 
to change commanders. O. O. How¬ 
ard was promoted to lead a divis¬ 
ion which had been under the com¬ 
mand of another General. Howard 
went through tho campaign at 
the head of the division and on to 
Washington to take part in the 
review. The night before tho vet¬ 
erans were to march down Penn¬ 
sylvania Avenue, Gen. Sherman 
sent for Gon. Howard and said to 
him: 

“ Howard, tho politicians and 
the friends of tho man you succeed¬ 
ed are bound that he shall ride at 
the head of his old corps, and I 
want you to help me out.’ 

“ But, It is my command,’ said 
Howard, ‘and I am entitled to 
ride at its head.’ 

“ ‘ Of course you are,’ said Sher¬ 
man. ‘You led them through 
Georgia and the Oarolinas, but, 
Howard you are a Christian.’ 

“ ‘What do you mean?’ replied 
Howard. ‘If you put it on that 
ground it changes the business. 
What do yon mean, Gen. Sherman? 

“ ‘I mean that you can stand the 
disappointment. You are a Chris¬ 
tian.’ 

“ ‘Putting It on that ground 
there is but ono answer. Let him 
ride at the head of the corps.’ 

“ ‘Yes, let him have tho honor,’ 
added Sherman, ‘but, Howard, you 
will report to me at 9 o’clock, and 
ride by my side at the head of tho 
whole army.’ In vain Howard 
protested, but Sherman said gently* 
but authoritatively, ‘you are un¬ 
der my orders.’ 

“When the bugle sounded tho 
next morning, Howard was found 
trembling like a leaf, and it requir¬ 
ed another order from Gon. Sher¬ 
man before ha was willing to take 
the place assigned him. He had 
as a Christian, yielded tho place to 
another which rightly belonged to 
him, and in the grand review lound 
himself not at the head of tho 
corps, butat the head of the army. 

We always take great pleasure 
iu thinking of Gon. Howard. He 
was born in Leeds, in this State, 
Nov. 8, 1830 and graduated at 
Bowdoin in tho class of 1850. For 
a time he was stationed on Gover¬ 
nor’s Island, N. Y. We onco visit¬ 
ed him there with tho late Judge 
Henry Carter and his estimable 
lady. Mrs. Carter attended school 
with him at Hallowell. 

Ho has lately been acting with 
Mr. Moody, In seeking to save our 
soldiers from the temptations or 
the canteen, and in preaching the 
gospel to them ; an example not 
inferior to that which characteriz¬ 
ed tho English Howard, the phil¬ 
anthropist. 

General O. O. Howard’s fighting 
days are over, but he is at tho front 
nevertheless, leading religious ser¬ 
vices for tho soldiers. He wears 
a medal and carries an empty 
sleeve. He led a charge Juno 1, 
1862, across the whole face of the 
enemy’s line. A bullet struck his 
arm above the elbow. He led on. 
Another struck the same arm be¬ 
low the elbow. He lod on. The 
charge was successful. At its end ■ 
Howard walked to the hospital 
and had his arm cut off. S.
